report presented to the legislature under this section or RCW2

43.88.160(1) relative to the format of the budget document or report3

which was presented to the previous regular session of the legislature4

during an odd-numbered year without prior legislative concurrence.5

Prior legislative concurrence shall consist of (a) a favorable majority6

vote on the proposal by the standing committees on ways and means of7

both houses if the legislature is in session or (b) a favorable8

majority vote on the proposal by members of the legislative evaluation9

and accountability program committee if the legislature is not in10

session.11
